“CHANCELLOR EXPLAINS 
PLAN TO THE COMMONS 


Securities Will Either Be 
Purchased or Borrowed. 
No Intention of Swarnping 
the American Market. 


London, December 13.—After an ex~ 
planation by Reginald McKenna, chan- 
eelior of the exchequer, and a short de- 
Date, the house of commons tonight 
Passed the second reading of the bill 
empowering the government to mobil- 
ize American and Canadian securities, 
by purchase or by borrowing them, to 
be used primarily: as collateral for 
loans, or, if necessary, to be sold to 
meet Great Britain’s liabilities in the 
~“United States. 

The scheme is an entirely voluntary 
one, and the- chancellor explained that 
the government had no intention of 
swamping the American market with 
securities which would be unfair to 
holders here, as they were to be. paid 


for at the market price. 
Mr. McKenna explained that the 


usual trade balance in favor of Great 


Britain had been exhausted by the huge 
demands made upon America for goods 
for England and her allies, and the 
amounts paid in interest on foreign se- 
curities held here, or earned by British 
shipping, were noé sufficient to set this 
right. Consequently, in order to meet 
liabilities in the United States, they 
were obliged to go outside the ordinary 
course of trade and had to borrow or 
sell securities. 

He estimated that the securities held 
here were valued anywhere from  £308,- 
000,000 to £800,000,000 ($1,500,000,000 to 
$4,000,000,000), and expressed the hope 
this would be sufficient “to. meet our 
liabilities and to maintain exchange in 
the United States for the period of the 
war.” oy 
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London as the financial ‘center of the 
world.” 

Replying to the question of Bir 
 @eorge Younger as to whether the gov- 
ernment intended to confine itself to 
borrowing in America upon the securi- 
ties va w uld acquire, Edwin 8S. Mon- 
tagu, ff ial secretary to the treas- 
ury, speaking for Chancellor McKenna, 
said that the government certainly did 
not propose to confine itself to either 
borrowing or selling. Regard must be 
had to the position 6f affairs in 
America, and the government. proposed 
to do, in every case, what seemed most 
advantageots for the object in view. 

Asked if securities to the amount of 
£100,000,000 were offered in the next 
fortnight would the government pur- 
chase them, Chancellor McKenna said 
that. the government would be pre- 
pared to do so, but he did not antici- 
pate anything of the kind. 

Mr. McKenna said that in case indi- 
vidual holders were unable to sell them 
the treasury would accept their hold- 
ings on deposit for two years. The 
lender would receive the interest ac- 
cruing, plus one-half of 1 per cent. 

The treasury would retain the right 
to sell securities thus deposited under 
certain contingencies, the chancellor 
continued, paying the middle New York 
price of the day and an additional two 
and one-half per cent on the value thus 
taliculated. . 

British Liabilities in America. 

In presenting his plan for mobiliza- 
tion of American securities, Mr. Mc- 
Kenna began with a reference to the 
increase in British liabilities in the 
United States. 

“The most inveterate pessimist would 
wot dispute our capacity to meet these 
@bligations, provided our assets were 
made liquid and we were given time,” 
he continued. “We have immense re- 
sources.

Following the visit to Atlanta yester- 
day of Ben E. Pierce, of Augusta, an- 
nouncement was made to the effect that 
the state will join with Richmond 
county in a case started with a view 
of putting certain railroad holdings on 
the tax books of Georgia. 

The holdings amount to $2,440,000, 
and Mr. Pierce is a member of the law 
firm of Pierce Bros., which has been 
retained ‘by the county of Richmond 
in this litigation. The visiting attor- 
ney Monday held a conference with the 
attorney general and the latter later 
conferred with the governor. It was 
following that conference that it, was 
announced that the state of Georgia 
will become a joint plaintiff. 

Seven Years’ Taxes Due. 

Representing the county of Rich- 


law firm holds that 15,000 shares of 
capital stock of the Western Railway 
of Alabama. valued at $1,250,000, which 
formerly was returned by, the Georgia 
Railroad and Banking company; $31,- 
000 of bonds of the Monroe Railroad 
company, and $84,000 of the bonds of 
the West Point and White Plains Rail- 
road company properly are taxable in 
this state at face value, and that the 
taxes for the past seven years not col- 
lected on them are due to the state.

San Francisco, December 13.—Baron 
George Wilhelm von Brincken, an at- 
tache of the German consylate here; 

C. Crowley, a detective employed by 
the consulate, and .Margaret Cornell, 
who was in Crowley’s employ, were in- 
dicted today by the grand jury on two 
counts each. 

The first count charges conspiracy 
tointerfere with and destroy commerce 
between the several states of the 
union and the United States and for- 
eign countries; the second charges use 
of the mails to incite arson, assassina- 
tion and murder. 

Bail was fixed at $5,000 on each 
count in the indictments. Counsel for 
the defendants promised to apbear in 
court tomorrow. 

Baron von Brincken 
were previously charged in commis- 
sioner’s warrants with conspiracy to 
interfere with and destroy commerce. 
They. have been at liberty on $10,000 
bail. ‘The statute upon which the sec- 
‘and count is based was discovered by 
Mrs. A. A. Adams, who at the time of 
her appointment was said to be the 
only woman deputy United States dis- 
trict attorney. 

‘The overt acts set forth in the in- 
dictments . were not disclosed . tonight.

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AUSTRIA IS ANGERED

London, December 14.—An Am- 
sterdam dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph company reads: 

“Reports from Vienna say that 
the American note concerning the 
sinking of the Italian steamer An-. 
cona has caused intense anger to 
the Austrian government and a 
diplomatic rupture is considered 
probable. The question before 
Baron Burian, the Austro-Hun- 
garian foreign minister, is only 
whether a rupture with the United 
States would not force Berlin to @ 
like step. 

“Count Tisza, the Hungarian pre- 
mier, has been summoned to Vien- 
na to dispatch the situation with 
the government.” 


Washington, December 1$%.—Austria- 
Hungary’s reply to the American note 
on the sinking of the Italian steamship 
Ancona is looked for by state depart- 
ment officials by the end of this week. 
This expectation was expressed today 
after Baron Brich Zwiedinek, charge 
of the Austro-Hungarian embassy, had 
conferred with Secretary Lansing re- 
garding the note and attempted, it was 
understood, to gain informally for the 


derstanding of what would satisfy the 
United States. 

The charge, it was said, did not in- 
dicate what the action.of Austria- 


had not heard from the foreign office 
upon the subject.

Great - Britain to Place 
Ban on All Enemy Traders

London, December 13.—The govcrn- 
ment proposes to form a “blacklist” of 
enemy traders in neutral countries with 
whom. British firms will be prohibited 
from trading, Lord Robert Cecil, under- 
secretary for foreign affairs. told the 
house of commons today in moving the 
second ading of a bill designed to 
restrict trading with possible hostile 
interests. 

The list, he continued, would not nec- 
essarily be confined to persons of Ger- 
man nationality, but would include such 
as were by the nature of their business 
substantially erlemy firms and could 
safely be cut off from British inter- 
course without serious injury to Brit- 
ish trade.

FROM MACEDONIA. 

Berlin, December 13.—(Via London.) 
The French and British have been en- 
tirely expelled from Macedonian ter- 
ritory, it is officially announced to- 
day by German army headquarters, the 
advancing army under General Todoroff 
occupying Doiran and Gievgeli. It is 
declared that two - British divisions 
were nearly wiped out during the ad- 
vance. 

The text of statement follows: 

“Balkan theater of war: 

“The situation has, not materially 

changed. More than 900 prisoners 
were brought in yesterday by the army 
group of General von Keeves. At Ipek 
twelve modern guns which the Serbians 
had buried were captured. Behind our 
front more than 1,000 straggling Ser- 
bians were taken prisoner during the 
last few days. 
' “In Macedonia the army of General 
Todoroff captured the villages of 
Doiran and Gievgeli. No Englishman 
er Frenchman is now at liberty on 
Macedonia soil. 

‘Approximately two British divisions 
have been annihilated in these engage- 
ments.” 


BULGARS REPULSED 


BY THE BRITISH. 

Paris, December 13.—"The battle be- 
tween the Bulgarians and the British 
troops north of Doiran (Serbia) was 
exceedingly violent,” says the Athens 
correspondent of the Havas agency in 
a dispatch dated Sunday. The mes- 
sage continues: 

“Tayo columns of Bulgarians, with 
light artillery, succeeded in shaking 
the British line, which retired to the 
second line. A British counter attack 
supported by powerful mthigpe oe * re- 
pulsed the enemy however, inflicting 
heavy losses. The British are draw- 
ing back their line toward the Greek 
frontier ‘in accordance with General 
Sarrail’s plan. 

“The station master at Doiran reports 
that shells fell today (Sunday) in the 
vicinity of the station.” 


London, December 13.—The Saloniki 
corespondent of Reuter’s Telegram 
company, in a dispatch dated Sunday, 
relative to the fighting in southeastern 
Serbia, says: 

“The- evacuation of Do

gunboats in the Black sea, 
the Bosphorus, by three Russi tor- 
do boats under Captain Count lero: 
etskoi, have been received here. An- 
nouncement,of the sinking of the ves- 
sela was made in the Russian official 
communication last Saturday. 

The torpedo Loats were watching the 
coal shipping region along the Turk- 
ish coast when they sighted two Turk- 
ish gunboats of the Burak Reis (Doruk 
Reis?) and Malatia type, respectively 
of 502 and 210 tons displacement. The 
Russians attempted to cut off the gun- 
boats at sea, but they gained the shel- 
ter of Kefken island and opened fire 
upon the torpedo boats, which replied. 

After a battle of an hour the gun- 
boats were @isabled and set on fire 
by Russian shells. An explosion on 
board the ship of the Malatia type led 
to the belief that she carried mines. 
The other gumboat lowered her flag 
before the end of the battle. A Turk- 
ish submarine, which arrived during 
the fighting, was put to flight by the 
Russian fire. 

The Russian ships suffered no dam- 
age and proceeded to the estuary of 
the Sakaria river, a short distance east- 
ward. where they sunk a coal laden 
Turkish ship.

Marion Cockrell, former United States 
senator from Missouri, died here to- 
day. Infirmities of old age, resulting 
in serious illness during the past two 
weeks, caused death. 

Mr. Cockrell, a democrat, served in 
the United States senate from 1875 to 
1905. The day he left the senate he 
was appointed a member of the inter- 
state commerce commission by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and remained a mem- 
ber until December 13, 1910. In March, 
1911, he was appointed WYWnited States 
commissioner to adjust the boundary 
between Texas and New Mexico. He 
was 81 years old. 

During the civil war, Mr. Cockrell 
was a confederate army officer, rising 
from eaptain to brigadier general. His 
home was in Warrensburg, Mo. 

As a mark of respect to former Sen- 
ator Cockrell, the senate adjourned to- 
day till noon Thursday. -

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GAR STOPS CHANGED 


By New Traffic Law 


— 


Changes Go Into Effect 
Wednesday Morning 


All Far-Side Stops in Downtown 
Section Are Eliminated by City 
_ Ordinance, With But One 
‘Exception. 


The traffic ordinance recently passed by City 
Council prohibits streets cars from stopping on 
the far side of street crossings. } 


This means that in the downtown section, 
where cars heretofore have been stopping on 
both the near and far sides of the street, they 


will heréafter stop only on the near side, _ 


For instance: Cars on Whitehall street have 
been accustomed to stop on the near side of Ala- 
bama street, then proceed across the street and 
stop on the far side. ‘This far-side stop will be 
eliminated on and after next Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Simliar conditions exist elsewhere in the 
downtown section, and in all such instances the 
far-side stop will be eliminated. 


Please bear this in mind and save yourself 
much annoyance. 


The only exception which the ordinance makes 
to this general rule is that north.bound-cars on 
Peachtree street shall stop at the northeast cor- 
ner of Peachtree street and Edgewood avenue, 
and shall not stop on Peachtree street between 
Decatur street and Edgewood avenue. This 
cuts out the stop in front of Pitts’ cigar store. 


The ordinance further provides that the north- 
bound cars on Peachtree street shall not stop at 
Walton street, which means that north-bound 
cars, after leaving the stopping place at the 
northeast corner of Peachtree street and Edge- 
wood avenue, will make no further stops until 
reaching Auburn avenue. = 


This ordinance also means that where cars 
turn from one street into another, they will stop 
at the beginning of the curve, but not at the end 
of the curve, as they have been accustomed to 
do in some instances heretofore. That is, a car

AUSTRIA SHOULD HAVE KNOWN 

' The sharpest note the United States 
government has sent to any of the European 
powers as the result of incidents growing 
out of the war has just been dispatched to 
Austria in protest against the wanton act of 
a submarine flying that country’s flag, in 
sinking the Italian steamship Ancona while 
there were still men, women. and children 
aboard, some of whom were Americans and 
most. of whom lost their lives when the 
vessel went down. 

As severe as it was the note was thor- 
oughly justified. Even Germany, now Aus- 
tria’s master, had long since conceded the 
claims of the United States in the matter 
of submarine assauk upon “passenger ships 
conveying neutrals, and, particularly, Amer- 
icans;.and.it was due in part, at least, to the 
Americai demands that the- Gérman subma- 
rine campaign was abandoned. 

As to the demands ‘ef the .United States 
and as’ to the acquiescence of 
based upon definite and unmistakable inter- 
national law, Austria had full notice and 
warning. In view of these facts the presump- 
tion either that the commander of the sub- 
marine exceeded his instructions, or that 
instructions regarding the treatment of neu- 
trals and non-combatants on passenger ships 
were not given by the Austrian government, 
is thoroughly justifiable, and Austria must 
stand on one or the other of the two horns 
of the dilemma. 

It is difficult to understand the spirit 
that would countenance the wanton destruc- 
tion of innocent human life upon the An- 
cona, after all that. had gohe before. It is 


almost impossible to conceive that Germany [. 


would have directed Austria, even secretly, 
to take this step; yet Austria could not 
wilfully have done it except behind Ger- 
many’s skirts. 

Austria could hardly have gone so far 
as to have sunk the Ancona with American 
lives aboard, as a subtle response to the 
request for Mr. Dumba’s recall. The most 
charitable view that can be taken of it, and 
this is stressed in the American note, is 
that the Austrian submarine commander 
exceeded his instructions. It is to be hoped 

that Austria was neither malicious nor even 
" forgetful. 

Tt ig not to be overlooked that the taking 
of a strong position with reference to the 

act of Austria is practically equivalent to 

taking similar action toward Germany.

The force of office clerks was busy 
yesterday on the recount of the names 
signed to the petition demanding the re- 
call of Councilman Kd Johnson, when Com- 
missioner King, called attention to the 
fact that Monday was the last day on 
which his petition could be checked. The 
work on the Johnson petition was, accord- 
ingly, dropped for the time, but will be 
concluded some time today. _

An @inion by City Attorney James L. 
Mayson that the city council could not 
change the date of the recall election, a re- 
check of the recall petition Against Coun- 
cilman Edwin F. Johnson, and a kick from 
DeKalb county about,the registration of At- 
lantans residing in DeKalb county, were the 
developments in the recall election yester- 
day. 

When the announcement was read in Sun- 
day's Constitution that the holding of the 
recall election next year would call for 
an entire new registration, a movement was 


4. started to get council to change the date of 


the election so as to make it occur-this year. 


“Mayor Pro Tem. Ragsdale said that he had 


voted under a misapprehension, and he be- 
lieved other members of council had done 
so, not knowing that to defer the recall elec- 
tion until January 5, of next year, would 
require a new registration. 

But the plan to changé the date of the 
election was abandoned Monday, wHen the 
city attorney gave out a statement that the 
change could not now be made. 

Rechecking Johnson's List. 

To satisfy the recall committee as to 
the petition for the recall of Councilman 
Johnson, the city clerk had the audit compa- 
ny to make a recheck of the miscellaneous 
list, which contains the names of voters not 
given by wards. Aldine Chambers and John 
J. Eagan weré were present to represent the 
recall committee. 

At 5 o’clock Monday afternoon the work 
was. stopped until Tuesday morning. lt was 
then stated that a few changes had been 
made, but that they had about balanced

recalled by 19 votes, the ce 
taining 2,907, when the num 
2,926. 

Registrar A. P. Stewart stated Monday 
that about 3,000 of the voters registered this 
year would be carried over on the new reg- 
istration list because that number had paid 
their taxes for 1915. This leaves about 8,006 
who will not be carried over, for the last 
registration showed a total of 11,704. He 
believes, however, that a large number may - 
register before the recall election, as this is 
the year when the president of the United 
States and all the state, county and eity of- 
ficials will be voted for. 

The registration books must close ten 
days before the date of the election. As 
the election is on January 5, the books must 
close December 25. That leaves only twelve 
days in which the voters can register. 

DeKalb County Makes a Kick. 

A. S. Allen, tax stpervisor of DeKalb coun- 
ty, called at the city clerk’s office yester- 
day and asked for a copy of the registration 
list of the ninth ward, and it was furnished 


him. 

The ninth ward lies partly in Fulton and 

partly in DeKalb county. Voters who live in 
the DeKalb county section and register with 
A. P. Stewart, tax collector for Fulton coun- 
tv and city registrar fer Atlanta, should have 
paid their DeKalb county taxes before reg- ' 
istering. 
“I do not understand,” stated Mr. Allen, 
the tax collector for Fulton ‘county 
could certify or accept an affidavit as to 
taxes due in DeKalb county. [ am going to 
check up the registration list to ascertain 
if all of the voters registered for the city 
election have paid what they owe DeKal 
county.’ 

This makes a second check against the 
registration list, for the city marshal is now 
checking up the list to see if all the regis- 
tered voters have paid their city taxes. 


Effect of a New Registration. 


What effect a new registration list will 
have on the recall election seems to be a 
matter of different opinion. The recall com-

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“SIMPLY OBSESSED

Washington, December 13.—Describ- 
ing William J. Bryan as “simply ob- 


giant in Mother Goose,” Chairman Till- 
man, of the naval committee, addressed 


the senate today on national defense 
and assailed what he characterized as 
the greed of private manufacturers of 
war materials. 

Senator Tillman upheld Secretary 
Daniels’ administration of the navy de- 
partment. 

“The question of preparedness re- 
quires grave consideration and prompt 
action,’ said Senator Tillman. “There 
are all sorts of opinions and advice 
from ‘all quarters—good, bad and not 
only unwise, but unthinkable of adop- 
tion except by wild men from Borneo. 

Bryan and Roosevelt. 

“Mr. Bryan, the evangel of peace at 
any price, is bitterly opposed to any 
and all increase. He seems to be simply 
obsessed on this subject and has lost 
his usual poise. Ex-President Roose- 
velt, on the other hand, who snorts and 
roars like’ a veritable bull of Bashan, 
poses as the God of war and clamors for 
a very large standing army and great 
reserves. e reminds one of the giant 
in Mother Goose.

“It stands to reason that the 
stronger and more efficiént navy we 
have, the less need there will be for 
a great enlargement of the army; for 
as our country is not likely to enter 
into a war of aggression anywhere, or 
under any provocation, and only seeks 
to defend itself, and maintain the new 
Monroe doctrine as enunciated by 
President Wilson, if no enemy can land 
on our shores we would not need an 
army to defend them, but could de- 
pend on volunteers and the national 
guard in an emergency. But as I see it 
no emergency can possibly arise if we 
have an “adequate navy.” 

“Such a navy is an imperative neces- 
sity, not only to national life and hon- 
or now, But to maintain the newer and 
nobler Monroe doctrine—‘America for 
Americans,’ ”’ 

For Armour Plate Plant. 

“The country ought to regard asa 
public enemy any senator or member 
of congress who tries to delay or 
thwart this purpose,” the senator con- 
tinued. “Any delay in beginning work 
would be criminal unless a continuance 
of the republican program heretofore 
followed of having the treasury robbed 
right along is to go on. I cannot be- 
peve there are any such republicans 

“The country is at present in the 
grasp of an armof trust, as it has been 
these twenty years. 

“The construction of an armor plant 
built-and owned by the government is 
the only protection against the rob- 
bers, to which the government has been 
compelled to submit for twenty years.

Senator Tillman praised the navy de- 
partment under Secretary Daniels. 

“The critics of the navy department 
under Secretary Daniels have been un- 
usually active and outrageous in their 
work, not hesitating to even make false 
statements,” said the senator. “The 
one-man play active in this criticism 
hag been his immediate predecessor, 
Mr. von L. Meyer. Mr. Meyer seems to 
be unconscious of the fact that in in- 
dicting the navy, as he has under Sec- 
retary Daniels, he in truth is indicting 
himself and his republican predecessors.

Dr. Butler Tells Southern 
Commercial Congress the 
'War Has Put International 
Problems Above Domestic 
Problems. 


Charleston, S. C., December 13.—“The 
utiook before the people of the 
‘United States has changed recently, 
declared Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
presidént of Columbia university, New 
York, in an address before the Southern 
Commercial congress, which convened 
here today. The speaker assert- 
ed that the great war in Europe 
has caused international problems and 
the interfiational policy of the people 
of the United States to surpass domestic 
problems and policies. At the same 
and policies had not diminished in 
importance, but “are, perhaps, no le 

important than they were.” ' 

Prepare to Aid Europe. 

Dr. Butler urged that the United 
States prepare to aid Europe at the end 
of the present war in setting up its 
“overturned political fabric” upon dem- 
ocratic principles. “There is much 
earnest speech among us in regard to 
national preparedness,” he said, “and it 
is urged by many and influential voices, 
that we beware lest the calamity that 
be forced, against our wish or will, 
upon us. 

“Surely we must reckon with the 
facts as they are and not as we would 
wish them.to be. We may turn our 
faces to the stars, but we must have 
a care to keep our feet upon the firm 
ground. 

“Nevertheless,” he declared, ‘there 
is a more serious and a more impor- 
tant aspect of national preparedness 
that has not yet been so much dwelt 
upon.” 

The chief task of the United States, 
he said, is to prepare to “bind up the 
wounds of a stricken world and to lead 
the way to that new construction of the 
overturned political fabric which, if 
it is to @endure, can rest upon no other 
principl han those of democracy of 
freedom, of civil liberty; of interna- 
tional responsibility and honor, to 
which we express such earnest alle- 
giance and through faith which we 
have grown great.’” ° 

Tonight’s session of the congress was 
presided over by Governor Richard I. 
Manning, of South Carolina, and after 
Dr. Butler’s speech, Governor Henry 
Carter Stuart, of Virginia, discussed 
commercial and agricultural problems 
of the south, including rural subjects. 
Several southern statees; besides Vir- 
ginia, were represented:* officially in 
the absence of their governors which 
had been invited to atten

' “Sir: We come in this time of trou- 
ble, not to add to your burdens, but 
to help lift them; not to consider which 
nations are most to blame for the dis- 
aster that has befallen Europe, but to 
end the strife; not to intrude ourselves 
upon your national life and national 
ideas, but rather with an earnest de- 
sire to understand them and a heart- 
felt wish to aid in realizing them.

“The time has come to stop. the 
bloodshed, to save the people from fur- 
ther slaughter and the civilization of 
the world from anrachy and ruin.

TO CHASE SUBMARINES 


New York, December 13.—Fast motor- 
boats, valued at $48,000 and intended 
for use in the British navy in chasing 
submarines, were shipped from this 
port during the week ending Decem- 
ber 4, according to statistics made pub- 
lic today by the foreign trade depart- 
ment of the National City bank.

FOOD SUPPLY PROBLEM 
~ DEBATED BY REICHSTAG 


Central Bureau of Control, 
With Reichstag Represent- 
ed, Is Proposed. 


‘Berlin, December 13:—(Via London.) 


The reichstag today, continuing the 
consideration of the. problem of the 
food supply, adopted a long series -of 
resolutions in which the wishes of 
the reic’.stag are made known to the 
goverr .ient. 

.Among the resolutions, which fill 
over half a column in small type in 
the afternoon newspapers, 
important is one proposing the crea- 
tion of a central bureau, in which the 
reichstag is to be represented, for. the 
control ef food supplies. 

Other resolutions requested furlough 
for soldiers engaged in farming in nor- 
mal times, the encouragement of the 
importation of fodder, the development 
of new sorts of fodder, measures for 
an equitable distribution of fodder and 
other measures to increase the supplies 
of meat, milk and butter. 

The socialists proposed a resolution 
that holders of stocks of potatoes who 
neglected to report them before De- 
cember 1 should be allowed to charge 
only 70 per cent of the maximum price. 

In the course of the debate on the 
meat problem, the government’s repre- 
sentative said the vernment was con- 
sidering the introduction of meat cards 
similar to bread cards. He said that 
eighty thousand cattle had been sent 
to pasture in Belgium last spring and 
that a similar number would be sent 
there next year. 


64,500 ANIMALS. USED 
IN CANCER RESEARCH 


New York, December 13.—The George 
Crocker cancer research fund labora- 
tory at Columbia university made use 
of 64,300 animals in the course of its 
investigations concerning cancers dur- 


' 


nual report, issued today. The ani- 
mals included 52,000 mice, 10,000 rats 
300 rabbits, 1,000 guinea pigs and 1,206 
chickens and other fowls. For tests 
with radium alone 12,000 mice and 2,500 
rats were used, in addition a special 
strain of mice is being pred in which 
spontaneous tumors frequently de- 
velop. 

Upon these animals, with tumors 
either spontaneous or artificially pro- 
duced, and upon human beings whose 
cancer growths were hopelessly inoper- 
aible, the laboratory staff tested the 
effectiveness of half a dozen so-called 
cures for cancer. The report states 
that none of the agencies tested was 
shown to exert the slightest influence 
on the tumors treated. 

The investigations with radium are 
said in the report to have led to im- 
portant quantitive results and to have 
shown that only three factors are con- 
cerned in the action of that element 
on cancer cells—the amount of radium, 
length of exposure and the distance 
between the radium and the tumor 
tissue.

KNOCK SUFFRAGE WOMEN 


Allege Suffragists Torment 
| Congress and Annoy Presi- 
dent by Sham Fight. 


| Washington, December 13.—The Na- 
itional Association Opposed to Woman 
(Suffrage, in annual convention here, 
today re-elected the principal officers 
|and adopted a resolution declaring that 
1a lack of pariotism’ Was shown in the 
efforts of suffragists “to torment con- 
‘gress during a session which is called 
upon to solve the greatest national and 
international problems that have con- 
fronted the United States since the 
civil war.” 

Delegates from most of the twenty- 
four states represented in the associa- 
tion were present. The business of the 
convention was concluded today, but 
a delegation of forty will call on Pres- 
ident Wilson at the white house to- 
morrow. 

Reviewing the defeat of suffrage in 
eastern states last month, Mrs. Arthur 
M. Dodge, president, in her opening 
address, said: 

“The voters have asked two ques- 
tions: First, ig suffrage expedient? 
And their common sense has led them 
to say ‘no.’ Second, do the majority 
of women: stand Lehind the demand for 
the vote? And the negative reply has 
emphatically followed the investigation 
of the fact.” 

Mrs. Dodge said there was need for 
state committees in lowa, South Da- 
kota and West Virginia, where the leg- 
islatures had voted to submit suffrage 
to the voters. Meetings this winter, 
she said, were being planned far some 
of the large cities of the south, where 
the situation was serious for the first 
time, “not because ofthe large num- 
ber of suffragists, but because of the 
activities of the few.” 

The resolution adopted by the as- 
sociation reads, ‘in part, as follows: 

“This association deprecates and con- 
demns the lack of patriotism exhibited 
by the suffragists in uselessly annoy- 
ing the president of the United States 
and congress in making a sham fight 
which is a scandal and reflection upon 
the intelligence of American woman- 
hood.” 


Mrs. Robert Lansing, wife of the sec- f 


retary of state, read to the association 
a letter from her father, John W. f’os- 
ter, a former secretary of state, in 
which Mr. Foster declared that suf- 
frage was properly a question to be left 
to the determination of the states rath- 
er than congress.

Havre, December 13.—Appalling ef- 
fects of Saturday's explosion in the 
Belgian munitions factory here are 
more clearly shown as the investigation 
of the disaster proceeds. All of the 
sheds of the plant. which covered 
150,000 square feet of ground, were 
completely destroyed. The spot where 
the first explosion occurred is marked 
by a chasm 130 feet deep. 

Towns and villages within a radius 
of 50 miles of Havre were shaken by 
the nie ee and those in the 4+mme- 
diate vicinity sustained serious damage. 
At Harfleur every house was injured 
and the church is in a state of col- 
lapse. At Bolbec all windows in the 
spinning mills were broken and -consid- 
erable damage also was done on the 
other side of the Seine at Harfleur, St. 
Sauveur and Beuzeville.

New York, December 13.—Washing- 
ton’s firm attitude toward Vienna re- 
garding the sinking of the Ancona fur- 
nished the most Hkely reason for to- 
day’s listless-and heavy market. <A 
combination of foreign and domestic 
selling, the latter largely from domestic 
sional sources, resulted in variable 
changes, mainly downward. 

In its efforts to depress prices, the 
trading element again concentrated its 
attack upon United States Steel and 
such other leaders as the Pacific group 
of rails, also Reading and Baltimore 
and Ohio. Declines in these issues ex- 
tended from 1 to almost 2 pointe. New

lin. All other forms of foreign re- 
mittances were lower. 

Cables ‘announcing the intention of 
the British chancellor of the €xchequer 
to purchase American securities, paying 
for them in tive-vear 6 per cent treas- 
ury bonds, éontirmed recent reports of 
a generai “mobilization” of such secu- 
rities now held in Gréat Britain. The 
efrect of this inaneuver seems to have 
been partly discounted in the recent 
recurrent toreign liquidation.

begun last night at a big charitable 
meeting and bazar, attended by 3,000 
Atlanta negroes, which was held at 
Big Bethel African Methodist Episcopal 
church, corner Auburn avenue and But- 


ler street. 

Scores of old slaves hobbled up to 
the altar in Big Bethel at last night's 
meeting, and were given money with 
which to provide themselves with warm 
clothing and something good to eat. 
And that was just the beginning. 

B. R. Holmes, president of the Holmes 
institute for negro children, who was 
master of ceremonies, declared that 
over $500 had been taken in last night 
which would Le distributed among 
needy ex-slaves this week. 

The plan of holding charitable meet- 
ing and bazars among their own race 
for the benefit of the suffering ex- 
slaves was conceived by an Atlanta ne- 
gro—B. R. Holmes. He did all the 
work necessary to stage last night's 
initial meeting, and it proved a big 
success by proving that the negro race 
ean take care of their own poor at least 
to a certain degree. 

Rev. J. T. Taliaferro, pastor of Cos- 
mopolitan African: Methodist Episcopal 
church, introduced B, R. Holmes, the 
master Of ceremonies, and in doing so 
referred to this enterprise as one of

gro race.” Holmes was spoken of as 
the “successor to Booker Washington.”

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‘SWISS MILITARY SYSTEM 
FOR THE UNITED STATES 


New York, December 13.—The adop- 
on. of he Swiss system of military 
training by states and'‘the establish- 
ment of an adequate aerial coast patro! 
as means of preparation: for national 
defense were urged by Rear Admiral 
Robert B. Perry, U.S.N., retired, at a 
dinner of the Economic Club of New 
York here tonight. 

The first aerial patrol station, the 
‘rear admiral said, would soon be open- 
ed at Casco bay, Maine, with a, high- 
powered hydro-aeroplane, in charge of 
two trained aviators. 

The station was established at the 

suggestion of John Hays Hammond, 
Jr.,and hasthe approval of the secre- 
taries of war and navy and the support 
of the Aero Club of America, the 
ciety of Aeronautical Engineers and 
members of the navy advisory board. 
- Sufficient stations to cover the coasts 
of the country would give the United 
‘States, Rear Admiral Peary said, a sys- 
tem in tehnetipsy | information invalua- 
ble in concentrating forces and prepar- 
ing for an attack. By an aerial patrol, 
with stations 100 miles apart, the 
speaker declared, a surprise attack 
upon any point of our coast would be- 
come virtually impossible. The esti- 
mated cost of such a patrol, the rear 
admiral stated, would be from $400,000 
to $750,000. 

The Swiss system, the speaker told 
the diners, is economical and the time 
and money expended on it is not wasted 
even if war should not come, as it is 
invaluable as a peace asset, because it 
would teach the youth of the country 
physical hygiene, manliness, discipline, 
system, self-control, self-reliance, obe- 
dience, loyalty and determination.
